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Thursday's  child 
has  far  to  go 

On  Monday,  March  1,  1976,  Rosemary  Gillespy  Ashby 
was  formally  invested  as  the  eighth  president  of  Pine 
Manor. 

A capacity  audience  at  Ellsworth  Hall  saw  Mrs.  Ashby 
receive  the  ceremonial  presidential  medallion  from 
C.  Wrede  Petersmeyer,  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

In  a brief  acceptance  speech,  Mrs.  Ashby  paid  tribute  to 
three  special  people  in  the  audience  that  night:  her  hus- 
band John,  a lawyer  with  the  Boston  firm  of  Bingham, 

Dana  & Gould;  her  father,  Sir  Dymock  Watson,  vice  admi- 
ral of  the  British  Royal  Navy,  who  had  traveled  from  Wales 
for  the  occasion;  and  her  sister,  Vanessa  Stanton,  from 
London. 

Mrs.  Ashby  recalled  the  question  of  a student  who  had 
asked,  “Did  you  always  plan  to  be  a college  president?" 
and  told  the  story  of  her  first  interview  with  a career  coun- 
selor. When  Rosemary  told  her  tutor  in  England  that  she 
wanted  a job  where  she  could  travel  and  meet  people,  the 
tutor  replied,  “I  have  just  the  job  for  you:  a factory  inspec- 
tor." Although  being  the  new  chief  executive  of  a junior 
college  is  a very  different  role,  Mrs.  Ashby  has  found  that 
the  people  and  the  pace  suit  her  very  well. 

Mrs.  Ashby,  who  was  born  on  a Thursday,  quoted  the 
old  nursery  rhyme,  "Thursday's  child  has  far  to  go,"  and 
said  she  was  proud  and  pleased  indeed  that  she  had  come 
so  far.  "But  I believe  all  women  are,  in  a way,  Thursday's 
children,  and  must  be  willing  to  step  far  outside  the 
boundaries  they  may  have  originally  envisaged  for  them- 
selves." Pine  Manor  helps  young  women  to  set  their  sights 
on  distant  goals  and  then  acquire  the  means  to  achieve 
them.  That,  says  Mrs.  Ashby,  makes  Pine  Manor  the  kind 
of  place  where  she  wants  to  be. 

Following  three  selections  by  the  Pine  Manor  Chorus 
under  the  direction  of  Don  Hicks,  Mrs.  Lucy  Wilson  Ben- 
son gave  the  inaugural  address.  Mrs.  Benson  is  former 
president  of  the  League  of  Women  Voters  of  the  United 
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States  and  former  secretary  of  human  services  for  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

Mrs.  Benson  spoke  about  the  role  of  women  in  politics 
and  government.  “There  is  no  doubt,"  she  said,  “that  the 
gates  of  the  political  arena  are  more  open  to  women  than 
they  used  to  be,  but  we  are  still  a long  way  from  finding 
the  welcome  mat  on  the  doorstep  of  the  political  par- 
ties. . . . And,  like  that  famous  radio  program,  the  door  to 
the  inner  sanctum  opens  slowly  and  with  a creak  of 
protest." 

“Rights  and  power  are  what  the  political  process  is  all 
about,"  said  Mrs.  Benson,  describing  power  today  as  “not 
so  much  used  or  abused,  as  bruised,"  torn  between  the 
conflicting  forces  of  different  vested  interests.  She  sug- 
gested that  the  United  States  today  is  suffering  from  a kind 
of  “cultural  machismo,"  which  leads  Americans  to  “live  in 
a world  of  superlatives,  where  images  are  preferred  to  real- 
ity, and  where  the  gap  is  widening  between  promise  and 
performance."  Critical  of  institutions  of  government  which 
“do  little  to  help  us  deal  with  frustration  and  failure,"  Mrs. 
Benson  said  she  believes  that  the  majority  of  people  today 
are  “ready  for  changes  in  style  as  well  as  substance."  She 
concluded  with  a plea  to  her  audience:  “Politics  will  be 
important  in  your  lives  whether  you  participate  or  not,  so 
it  is  better  to  be  involved  in  the  process."  □

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The  feminine 
touch 


1 h e feminine  touch  at  Pine  Manor  is  consistent  in  only 
one  way:  it  defies  stereotyping.  The  College  sees  its  goal  as 
helping  young  women  discover  their  strengths  and  devel- 
oping them  — but  how  and  in  what  direction  remains  an 
individual  matter. 

In  this  small  community  of  young  women,  opportunities 
for  leadership  are  clearly  available  to  those  with  initiative 
and  dedication.  Women  are  expected  to  be  capable  and 
responsible.  Here,  teachers  are  friends  rather  than  distant 
lecturers,  so  successful  role  models  abound.  Women  at 
Pine  Manor  hold  high  offices  in  the  administration  and  fac- 
ulty. They  demonstrate  the  ability  to  combine  effectively 
several  careers  without  losing  their  sensitivity  or 
compassion. 

At  Pine  Manor,  a strong  identity  is  beginning  to  emerge: 
the  ability,  as  women , to  play  a distinctive  role  in  careers 
and  activities  formerly  considered  the  province  of  men  — 
and  to  enrich  these  endeavors  as  a result.  Let's  take  a look 
at  three  areas:  science,  art,  and  sports. 

"^^/hether  the  course  is  microbiology  or  printmaking,  the 
teachers  at  Pine  Manor  believe  that  each  academic  disci- 
pline can  teach  an  individual  about  herself.  And  learning 
about  herself  as  a woman  is  one  very  important  aspect  of 
this  process. 

The  science  faculty  subscribe  to  this  belief,  and  the 
women  who  comprise  the  staff  are  outstanding  examples 
of  success  in  a complex,  scholarly  field.  As  Joan  Weinstein, 
math  instructor,  puts  it,  "You  don't  have  to  'look  like  a sci- 
entist' to  be  one!"  Dr.  Beth  Gardner,  chairman  of  the  divi- 
sion, states  that  students  at  Pine  Manor  know  "science  is 
fun."  She  believes  that  the  high  rate  of  students  taking 
subsequent  courses  is  proof  that  they  are  responding  to  the 
faculty's  conviction  that  young  women  can  succeed  in  this 
field.  In  addition  to  the  actual  coursework,  Pine  Manor's 
science  instructors,  says  Dr.  Gardner,  "communicate  our 
joy  in  teaching."  Graduates  of  women's  colleges  teaching 
at  a women's  college,  these  scientists,  who  are  also  wives 
and  mothers,  demonstrate  self-confidence  and  achieve- 
ment to  their  students.  One  result:  nearly  20%  of  the  class 
of  1975  continued  in  some  field  of  science  after  graduation. 
Three-fourths  of  these  students  had  not  originally  thought 
they  could. 

Being  successful  in  competition  without  fearing  to  be 
labeled  unpleasantly  aggressive  is  seen  clearly  in  the  area 
of  athletics.  According  to  physical  education  instructor 
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Deborah  Harrison,  "Sport  is  a unique  aspect  of  life  — the 
clearest  form  of  contest,  against  yourself,  against  an  object, 
an  environment,  or  another  person.  It's  clear  whether 
you've  won  or  lost."  This  definition,  like  Ms.  Harrison's 
total  approach  to  sports,  teaching,  and  life,  is  without  dis- 
crimination on  the  basis  of  sex.  It's  time,  she  believes,  for 
women  to  break  out  of  the  "apologetic  framework"  in 
which  boys  get  the  new  sneakers  and  girls  get  the  second- 
hand volleyballs.  "If  to  win  in  the  game  is  to  lose  in  the 
game  of  socialization,"  she  says,  "then  it  is  no  wonder  that 
women  are  programmed  to  be  losers."  Women  excel  at, 
but  need  not  be  restricted  to,  the  "aesthetic"  sports  (figure 
skating,  swimming,  tennis).  In  fact,  she  hopes  the  intro- 
duction of  co-education  in  athletics  will  "inject  humaniz- 
ing elements  into  now  brutal  contests."  Women  will  help 
return  sports  to  enjoyable  competition  rather  than  excus- 
able maiming. 

In  sports,  self-esteem  is  both  the  catalyst  for  and  the 
product  of  achievement.  This  is  also  true  in  art.  Gaining 
confidence  in  one's  own  concept  of  the  world  — and  of 
one's  place  in  it— is  central  to  art  teacher  Toni  Dove's 
approach  to  education  and  art.  "I  want  students  to  pay 
attention  to  things,  to  feelings,  to  themselves.  They  need 
the  self-confidence  to  act  independently.  When  students 
ask  'Is  this  right?'  my  answer  is  'Is  this  what  you  want  to 
say?'  " 

It's  a question  Ms.  Dove  asked  herself  many  times.  For 
years,  she  said,  she  tried  to  emulate  the  current  standards 
of  the  art  world.  "I  forced  my  own  style  into  a mold  I'd 
been  told  meant  strength  and  quality.  The  women's  move- 
ment had  an  indirect  but  important  impact  on  my  early 
career  as  a professional  artist.  Women  artists  as  a group 
began  supporting  each  other.  We  were  able  to  establish  a 
place  for  ourselves  within  the  art  community."  As  Toni 
Dove  stopped  bending  her  talents  to  the  judgments  of 
others  and  began  allowing  her  emotions  and  perceptions 
independent  expression,  she  stepped  forward  as  an  origi- 
nal young  American  watercolorist.  "I  think  it  is  important 
to  have  a woman  who  is  a professional  artist  teaching 
young  women  about  art,"  she  says.  Her  students  can  iden- 
tify with  her  life  and  work,  and  see  the  possibilities  of  such 
a career  for  them.  As  a teacher,  Ms.  Dove  urges  her  stu- 
dents to  develop  motivation  and  self-discipline.  "Better  a 
glorious  failure  than  a safe  success!"  For  Toni  Dove,  art  is 
her  life,  and  "teaching  is  another  way  of  communicating 
about  my  work." 
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That  seems  to  be  the  key:  to  love  what  you  do,  and  to 
enjoy  sharing  your  enthusiasm  with  others.  Pine  Manor 
instructors  applaud  a student's  search  for  self-identity. 
And,  as  a women's  college.  Pine  Manor  facilitates  that 
search  without  the  restraints  of  co-ed  competition. 

In  science,  students  do  not  have  to  fight  whatever  "pre- 
med''  competition  or  male  chauvinism  might  exist  in  a 
large  university.  Science  does  not  receive  superficial  treat- 
ment here.  The  faculty  assume  that  female  students,  as 
well  as  their  male  counterparts,  can  comprehend  and  com- 
mand the  intricacies  of  microbiology,  physiology,  chemis- 
try, or  physics. 

Young  women  can  strive  to  achieve  without  being  intim- 
idated. In  sports,  for  example,  it  is  the  experience  that  is 
important.  ''Sport,''  says  Ms.  Harrison,  "is  the  suspension 
of  the  ordinary — it  exists  only  for  itself;  its  essence  is  play- 
ful." Ms.  Harrison  views  the  elective  physical  education 
program  at  Pine  Manor  as  a way  of  defining  three  kinds  of 
athletic  competition:  se//(with  the  emphasis  on  personal 
skill  building,  as  in  jogging,  swimming,  trampolining); 
individual  (with  single  opponents,  as  in  fencing,  badmin- 
ton, karate);  and  team  (as  in  field  hockey,  tennis,  and 
lacrosse).  It  is  obvious  that  different  aspects  of  self-aware- 
ness are  refined  in  these  different  types  of  sports.  But  in  all 
of  them,  according  to  Ms.  Harrison,  "women  have  the 
time  to  focus  on  sports  without  any  apologies." 

i3eing  satisfied  with  who  you  are  — without  apology: 
that's  an  important  goal  for  any  person.  Becoming  who 
you  want  to  be  takes  time  and  effort  — and  a little  help  from 
a variety  of  friends.  Following  the  example  of  successful 
adult  women  is  one  way  a girl  becomes  self-confident  in 
her  womanhood.  But  many  different  kinds  of  role  models 
exist,  and  each  has  its  own  validity.  Sensitivity  and  sup- 
port are  not  confined  to  the  academic  departments  high- 
lighted here;  nor  are  respect  and  guidance  limited  only  to 
the  female  members  of  the  faculty  or  administration.  At 
Pine  Manor,  men  and  women,  adults  and  youth,  progres- 
sives and  traditionalists  are  working  together  to  encourage 
the  development  of  young  women.  Ideally,  Pine  Manor 
graduates  will  give  new  vitality  to  the  meaning  of  the  word 
"feminine"  — possessing  the  qualities  of  strength,  wisdom, 
and  concern.  □

Does  society  hinder  the  mentally  retarded? 

by  Dr.  Nancy  White 


The  course  in  "Childhood  Disabilities" 
taught  by  Dr.  Nancy  White  was  incor- 
porated into  the  Pine  Manor  curriculum 
at  the  request  of  interested  students.  It 
investigates  the  deviations  from  normal 
growth  and  development  that  can  occur 
between  conception  and  adolescence. 
Included  are  the  problems  of  mental  retar- 
dation (the  subject  of  the  accompanying 
article),  emotional  disturbances,  visual, 
aural  and  physical  handicaps,  and  learn- 
ing disabilities.  The  course  emphasizes 
the  psychological  approach,  concentrat- 
ing on  causes,  symptoms,  and  treatment, 
as  well  as  educational  programs  for  chil- 
dren  with  disabilities. 

In  conjunction  with  this  course,  Dr. 
White  also  supervises  eight  students 
working  as  Pine  Manor  interns  at  the 
Children's  Hospital,  Boston,  MA.  This 
internship  program  is  described  in  the 
sidebar  at  the  end  of  the  article. 

Dr.  White  discusses  the  definitions  of 
mental  retardation,  the  social  duplica- 
tions of  dealing  with  the  retarded,  and 
offers  the  unusual  view  that  the  vast 
majority  of  individuals  classified  as 
retarded  need  not  suffer  that  stigma  at 
all -it  is  the  general  public  that  must  be 
educated  to  this  new  truth.

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w T ho  are  the  mentally  retarded? 
How  do  they  feel  about  being 
retarded?  What  effect  does  being 
labeled  retarded  have  on  a person's 
life?  How  is  he  treated  by  family  and 
friends,  by  school  personnel,  social 
workers,  neighbors,  and  casual 
acquaintances? 

The  American  Association  of 
Mental  Deficiency  (AAMD)  defines 
mental  retardation  as  ''subaverage 
general  intellectual  functioning  that 
originates  during  the  developmental 
period  and  is  associated  with  impair- 
ment in  adaptive  functioning.''  This 
is  a relatively  new  definition  of  retar- 
dation developed  over  the  past  15 
years.  Widely  adopted,  it  differs  from 
previous  definitions  in  a variety  of 
ways. 

First,  this  definition  is  not  based 
exclusively  on  the  score  of  a single  IQ 
test,  even  though  testing  is  incor- 
porated. Second,  retardation  occur- 
ring in  childhood  and  adolescence 
(0-16  years)  is  differentiated  from 
that  which  occurs  in  adulthood 
through  injury  or  disease.  Third, 
impairment  in  adaptive  behavior  is 
emphasized. 

According  to  the  AAMD,  adaptive 
behavior  changes  with  age  and  with 
environment.  Children  under  5 with 
impairment  in  adaptive  behavior 


show  poor  development  of  motor 
and  language  skills.  Impaired  chil- 
dren of  6 to  15  are  unable  to  master 
school  skills  at  a rate  of  speed  appro- 
priate for  their  age.  Adults  are 
judged  impaired  if  they  are  unable  to 
be  self-sufficient  in  society.  It  is 
important  to  note,  however,  that 
environment  can  affect  and  in  some 
cases  define  behavior  for  adults.  For 
example,  some  adults  who  may  be 
capable  of  showing  adaptive  behav- 
ior in  simple  rural  settings  may  be 
unable  to  do  so  in  a complex  urban 
environment.  In  short,  adaptive 
behavior  refers  to  motor  develop- 
ment in  the  young  child,  intellectual 
development  in  the  school  age  child, 
and  social  development  in  the  adult. 

Finally,  unlike  previous  defini- 
tions of  mental  retardation,  the 
AAMD  definition  refers  only  to  cur- 
rent behavior  and  levels  of  function- 
ing. According  to  this  definition,  the 
diagnosis  does  not  convey  any  infor- 
mation about  an  individual's  capaci- 
ties in  the  past,  or  the  causes  of  his 
retardation,  or  any  predictions  about 
his  future. 

Only  13%  severely  retarded 

Current  estimates  indicate  that 
there  are  approximately  5,400,000 
retarded  persons  in  the  United  States 
today.  That  represents  three  percent 
of  the  population.  Retarded  people 
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are  found  in  all  age  groups,  social 
classes,  and  areas  of  the  country. 
Furthermore,  this  statistic  does  not 
represent  a uniform  standard  of 
retardation.  According  to  the  AAMD 
the  degree  of  mental  retardation  is 
defined  by  the  severity  of  symptoms. 
For  simplicity,  these  categories  are 
stated  in  terms  of  scores  on  standard 
measures  of  intelligence,  which  are 
designed  so  that  the  average  score  on 
an  IQ  test  is  100,  with  a person  of 
ordinary  intelligence  scoring 
between  115  and  85.  Scores  between 
85  and  70  are  borderline;  however, 
persons  in  this  category  are  not 
usually  classified  among  the 
retarded.  Mild  retardation  is  from  69 
to  55  IQ;  moderate,  54-40;  severe,  39- 
25;  and  profound,  24-0.  Among  the 
estimated  5.4  million  retarded  per- 
sons, between  60,000  and  90,000  are 
classified  as  either  severely  or  pro- 
foundly retarded,  300,000  are 
moderately  retarded,  and  5,000,000 
are  mildly  retarded.  The  mildly 
retarded,  therefore,  comprise  87%  of 
all  retarded,  while  the  more  severe 
categories  account  for  only  13%. 

Some  succeed  in  sheltered  settings 

Children  with  IQ's  between  0 and 
20  are  unable  to  function  in  the  motor 
and  sensory  areas.  As  adults  they 
may  learn  some  limited  self  care,  but 
they  will  always  need  full-time  nurs- 
ing care.  Severely  retarded  persons 
(IQ:  25-39)  will  eventually  learn  some 
verbal  communication  and  some 
basic  self  care;  however,  as  adults 
they  still  need  extensive  supervision 
in  a controlled  environment  and  it  is 
likely  that  they  will  have  to  be  insti- 
tutionalized. Moderately  retarded 
persons  (IQ:  40-54)  can  learn  to  talk 
and  do  motor  activities  as  children, 
although  much  later  than  normal 
children.  They  can  do  some  academic 
work,  but  with  great  difficulty.  As 
adults,  they  are  capable  of  working  in 
sheltered  workshops,  but  still  need 
to  live  in  a situation  where  there  is 
someone  to  assist  them.  Mildly 
retarded  persons  (IQ:  55-69)  are  sim- 
ply slow.  Developing  slowly  but  nor- 
mally until  school  age,  they  are  cap- 
able of  progressing  to  a sixth  grade 
level  of  education,  and  can,  as  adults. 


work  in  the  community  and  take  care 
of  themselves  except  under  extraor- 
dinary circumstances. 

Most  identified  during  school  years 

Mental  retardation  does  not  occur 
equally  at  all  ages.  Profound,  severe, 
and  moderate  categories  of  mental 
retardation  are  sometimes  identified 
before  children  reach  school  age. 
Often  the  retardation  is  caused  by  a 
genetic  defect  and  is  obvious  at  birth 
(such  as  Down's  Syndrome).  Chil- 
dren who  are  identified  as  severely 
retarded  at  birth  or  in  the  preschool 
years  most  often  continue  to  be  clas- 
sified as  retarded  throughout  their 
lives.  The  largest  number  of  retarded 
are  identified  during  the  school  years 
(between  the  ages  of  6 and  16). 
Retarded  children  are  most  often 
identified  by  the  schools,  which  base 
their  judgments  either  on  school  per- 
formance or  on  scores  on  an  IQ  test 
(sometimes  a single  test  administered 
to  a group). 

In  adulthood,  the  number  of  peo- 
ple counted  as  mentally  retarded 
again  decreases  to  about  the  same 
level  as  at  the  preschool  age.  The 
adults  who  are  judged  retarded  are 
profoundly,  severely,  or  moderately 
so,  with  the  crucial  criterion  the  need 
for  care  or  supervision.  Only  among 
school  age  persons  do  the  mildly 
retarded  predominate. 


Severely  and  profoundly  retarded 
persons  are  distributed  among  all 
social  classes  and  income  levels. 
Interestingly,  those  classified  as 
mildly  retarded  are  found  primarily 
among  the  poorer  segments  of  our 
population.  There  are  many  reasons 
for  this.  Some  scientists  label  mild 
retardation  as  familial-cultural  retar- 
dation. They  believe  that  there  are  no 
known  physical  causes  of  such  retar- 
dation except  that  other  family 
members  also  have  a low  IQ.  Never- 
theless, much  of  this  kind  of  retarda- 
tion does  have  known  causes,  many 
of  which  are  associated  with  poverty. 

Poverty  a cause  of  retardation 

Children  born  into  poverty  are 
more  vulnerable  to  complications  of 
pregnancy  before  birth,  during  the 
birth  process  and  after  birth.  Among 
these  complications  are  malnutrition, 
untreated  maternal  illnesses,  lack  of 
prenatal  care,  greater  numbers  of 
premature  babies,  greater  hazards  of 
the  birth  process  itself.  All  of  these 
can  cause  brain  damage.  After  birth, 
the  child's  lack  of  proper  nutrition, 
lack  of  stimulation,  and  frequent 
neglect  are  probably  the  chief  con- 
tributors to  retardation  among  the 
disadvantaged.  Indeed,  a dispropor- 
tionate number  of  school  age  chil- 
dren labeled  as  retarded  are  Black  or 
Spanish-speaking.  It  is  important  to 
stress  that  such  a classification  may 
not  represent  actual  mental  defi- 
ciency, but  rather  the  effects  of  lan- 
guage deficiencies  which  lower  their 
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scores  on  IQ  tests  and  their  class- 
room performance,  as  well  as  a com- 
mon built-in  test  bias  for  middle  class 
students.  In  a middle  class  family,  a 
child  who  may  have  suffered  minor 
brain  damage  during  the  birth 
process  may  not  show  severe  intel- 
lectual deficit,  because  his  environ- 
ment is  sufficiently  stimulating  to 
compensate  for  the  injury  without 
anyone  being  aware  it  has  occurred. 
In  impoverished  surroundings,  the 
barrenness  of  the  environment,  often 
emotional  as  well  as  physical,  com- 
pounds and  magnifies  the  initial 
injury  to  the  child. 

Institutionalization  increasingly 
avoided 

What  happens  to  the  person  who 
is  diagnosed  as  retarded?  The  answer 
depends  in  part  on  the  severity, 
cause  and  nature  of  the  retardation. 
For  children  severely  retarded  at 
birth,  the  future  is  brighter  now. 
Currently  it  is  recommended  that  all 
children  but  those  requiring  constant 
medical  care  be  kept  at  home.  Institu- 
tionalization is  avoided  as  much  as 
possible,  on  the  theory  that  all  chil- 
dren of  every  level  of  ability  benefit 
from  the  attention  and  care  of  loving 
parents  in  a warm  and  secure  home. 
In  addition,  many  communities  have 
developed  nursery  schools  and  train- 
ing programs  to  help  parents  teach 
retarded  children  self  care  and  basic 
skills.  If  the  child  does  have  to  be 
institutionalized  later,  studies  show 
that  he  makes  a much  more  satisfac- 
tory adjustment  to  the  institution  if 
he  has  lived  at  home  until  age  5.  For 


adult  retardates,  placement  in  small 
group  care  and  halfway  houses  is 
replacing  automatic  institutionaliza- 
tion. Furthermore,  new  techniques 
such  as  behavior  modification  have 
enabled  retarded  individuals  to  learn 
a wider  range  of  skills. 

Getting  labeled  a non-person 

The  fate  of  the  mildly  retarded 
child  rarely  involves  institutionaliza- 
tion; however,  in  many  ways  it  is  far 
more  poignant.  Mildly  retarded  per- 
sons are  aware  that  they  can  do  many 
things  that  others  can  do,  but  that  it 
takes  them  much  longer  to  learn. 
They  are  also  conscious  of  the  stigma 
and  consequences  of  being  labeled 
retarded.  Recently,  a report  entitled 
"The  Judged,  Not  the  Judges:  An 
Insider's  View  of  Mental  Retarda- 
tion" described  the  experience  of  a 
26-year  old  man  who,  as  a child,  was 
diagnosed  as  suffering  familial-cul- 
tural mental  retardation.  His  IQ  was 
tested  at  around  50.  After  his  parents 
died,  he  was  institutionalized  for  11 
years.  Now  out  of  the  institution, 
self-supporting,  and  living  with  a 
group  of  men,  he  describes  his  feel- 
ings with  the  fatalism  of  many 
retarded  persons.  He  says,  "I  kind  of 
knew  I was  different  — I knew  I had  a 
problem,  but  when  you're  young  you 
don't  think  of  it  as  a problem.  A lot  of 
people  are  like  I was.  The  problem  is 
getting  labeled  as  something.  After 
that,  you're  not  really  a person." 

Being  retarded  is  regarded  as  a 
stigma  in  our  society.  The  very  appli- 
cation of  the  label  often  deprives  the 
retarded  from  being  perceived  as 


individuals  with  strengths,  weak- 
nesses, and  personality  characteris- 
tics of  their  own.  With  the  cruelty  of 
self-fulfilling  prophecy,  they  suffer 
from  others'  perceptions  of  them  and 
their  own  negative  feelings  about 
themselves,  until  their  problems  are 
compounded  by  depression  and  loss 
of  self-esteem.  A child  who  repeat- 
edly fails  in  school  believes  that  he  is 
worth  less  than  other  children. 
Whether  he  is  kept  in  the  regular 
class  or  placed  in  a special  class,  the 
child  is  aware  that  he  is  not  perform- 
ing as  well  as  the  other  students. 
Other  children  may  make  fun  of  him. 
He  may  be  shunned  as  dangerous.  In 
ignorance,  some  people  may  react  to 
his  retardation  as  to  a contagious 
disease. 

Once  a "slow"  child  is  labeled 
retarded,  it  is  very  difficult  for  him  to 
be  reclassified  as  having  normal 
intelligence.  Retesting  may  never  be 
done  to  see  if  the  diagnosis  is  still 
accurate  or  if  the  condition  is  irre- 
versible. In  other  cases,  the  atmos- 
phere of  a special  class  for  retarded 
children  may  provide  pitifully  little 
stimulation  or  effort  at  real  educa- 
tion. This  exacerbates  the  problem  of 
the  mildly  retarded  child  by  increas- 
ing rather  than  decreasing  the  dis- 
tance between  him  and  "normal" 
pupils.  In  most  cases,  reclassification 
occurs  only  when  the  child  leaves  the 
school  setting  as  an  adolescent  or 
young  adult.  His  lack  of  school  skills 
may  be  overcome  in  the  larger  com- 
munity, and  he  will  be  able  to  find 
employment  and  reintegrate  himself 
into  society. 

Mild  retardation  need  not  exist 

Who  are  the  mentally  retarded? 
There  are  two  answers  to  that  ques- 
tion. The  mentally  retarded  are  a 
group  of  persons  who,  for  physiolog- 
ical reasons,  suffer  from  an  extremely 
low  IQ  that  leaves  them  unable  to 
function  in  our  society.  The  mentally 
retarded  are  also  the  5 million  per- 
sons classified  as  mildly  retarded. 

There  are  two  possible  ways  to 
account  for  these  5 million.  Both  lead 
to  the  shocking  conclusion  that  mild 
retardation  should  not  exist,  either  as  a 
fact  or  as  a categori/.  One  explanation  is 
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that  the  mildly  retarded  are  simply 
mislabeled  by  a society  that  puts  a 
higher  premium  on  academic  skills 
than  on  the  ability  to  function.  Before 
age  5 and  after  age  15,  only  one  per- 
cent of  the  population  is  diagnosed 
as  retarded,  while  during  the  school 
years  the  percentage  rises  to  a high  of 
five  percent.  That  other  four  percent 
disappears  into  the  general  popula- 
tion as  mothers,  fathers,  housewives, 
workers,  taxpayers,  and  voters.  Is  it 
right  to  stigmatize  them  with  the 
label  “mental  retardation"  during 
their  youth,  when  they  can  become 
indistinguishable  from  non-retarded 
persons  in  adulthood,  when  criteria 
of  successful  performance  often 
change? 

Another  explanation  of  mild  retar- 
dation is  that  it  is  a result  of  brain 
damage  sustained  before,  during,  or 
after  birth  as  a concomitant  to 
poverty.  It  is  also  the  result  of  the 
psychological  and  sociological  limita- 
tions imposed  on  the  lives  of  children 
by  poverty.  The  occurrence  of  both 
physiological  and  psychological  brain 
damage  due  to  poverty  can  be  elim- 
inated. Pregnant  women  regardless 
of  their  economic  status  must  be  pro- 
vided with  food,  vitamins,  prenatal 
care,  and  obstetrical  services.  Each 
child  has  the  right  to  good  food  and  a 
healthy  atmosphere  in  which  to 
grow.  No  child  need  suffer  mental 
retardation  from  eating  lead  paint  or 
from  having  no  one  to  love  and  care 
for  him  or  from  living  in  an  environ- 
ment devoid  of  intellectual  and  emo- 
tional stimulation. 

If  we  provide  adequate  services  for 
all  pregnant  women  and  for  all 
young  children,  and  if  we  stop  label- 
ing as  retarded  children  who  cannot 
learn  academic  skills  at  the  same  rate 
of  speed  or  to  the  same  level  as 
others,  we  will  find  that  the  numbers 
of  mildly  retarded  will  decrease  dra- 
matically. More  important,  our  soci- 
ety will  benefit  from  the  positive 
contributions  of  these  additional 
functioning  members.  □ 


The  right  formula 

Mix  opportunities  for  academic 
growth,  pre-professional  explora- 
tion, and  personal  development,  add 
student  enthusiasm;  combine  with 
generous  support  from  professionals 
supervising  the  students  — and  you 
have  the  formula  which  has  pro- 
duced the  highly  successful  Pine 
Manor  internships  at  Children's  Hos- 
pital in  Boston. 

Nine  students,  eight  of  whom  are 
enrolled  in  Dr.  White's  “Childhood 
Disabilities"  course  are  interns  at  the 
hospital:  Laura  De'Angelis  '77,  Alice 
Eiseman  '76,  Terry  Gage  '76,  Sharon 
Manelas  '77,  Manda  Mayerson  '76, 
Mindy  Rechnitz  '76,  Julia  Steinmeyer 
'76,  Nancy  Thomas  '76,  and  Wendy 
Yorston  '77.  They  all  help  with  the 
Children's  Activities  programs  in  a 
variety  of  divisions,  from  orthopedics 
to  cancer  and  leukemia.  “Their  work 
is  very  important,"  says  Coordinator 
of  Children's  Activities  Evelyn  Clark. 
"The  Activities  Program  plays  a vital 
therapeutic  role  in  the  otherwise  high- 
ly structured  hospital  environment." 

By  entertaining  younger  patients 
in  the  hospital  playrooms  and  talking 
with  older  ones,  the  interns  try  to 
meet  the  specialized  needs  of  hospi- 
talized children.  Laura  De'Angelis, 
who  works  in  the  general  medical 
division,  believes  that  talking  with 
patients  and  parents  is  one  of  the 
most  important  things  she  does.  "I'm 
not  a doctor  or  nurse,  so  people  often 
feel  freer  to  talk  to  me  to  relieve  their 
anxieties." 

Intuition  and  compassion  go  a long 
way,  but  the  interns  learn  specific 
counseling  techniques  as  well.  "I've 
had  hip  surgery  myself,"  says  Alice 
Eiseman,  intern  in  the  adolescent 
orthopedics  division,  "so  I can 
empathize  with  patients,  but  I'm  also 
learning  particular  methods  of  talk- 
ing to  patients,  such  as  when  and 
how  to  ask  questions." 

Nancy  Thomas,  an  intern  in  the 
cancer  & leukemia  division,  and 
Mindy  Rechnitz,  who  works  with 


cystic  fibrosis  patients,  frequently 
deal  with  seriously  ill  and  dying  chil- 
dren. How  do  they  cope  with  this? 
"Some  patients  want  to  avoid  talking 
about  their  illness,"  says  Nancy. 
"However,  most  are  aware  and 
accept  it.  These  children  seem  more 
mature  than  many  of  the  people  I 
know."  Mindy  has  found  that  the 
patients  themselves  help  her  handle 
difficult  situations.  "The  strength  of 
the  children  is  unbelievable,"  she 
says.  "You  can  feel  their  determina- 
tion. And  they,  in  turn,  give  you  a lot 
of  strength." 

Daily  conferences  with  their  divi- 
sion supervisors  and  bi-weekly  semi- 
nars with  Evelyn  Clark  and  other 
hospital  staff  enhance  the  internship 
experience.  To  integrate  their  intern- 
ships with  the  "Childhood  Disabili- 
ties" course,  they  also  have  special 
meetings  with  instructor  Nancy 
White. 

Academic,  personal  and  profes- 
sional benefits  have  been  significant. 
"There's  just  so  much  you  can  get 
out  of  textbooks,"  says  Nancy 
Thomas.  "It's  terrific  to  get  some  real 
experience  in  a professional  setting." 
Nancy  hopes  to  go  into  the  field  of 
psychology  and  child  development. 
Laura  De'Angelis  thinks  that  the 
internships  are  valuable  to  students 
personally  as  well  as  professionally 
and  academically.  "It's  very  impor- 
tant for  students  to  get  off  campus 
and  into  the  real  world.  Otherwise 
it's  easy  to  fall  into  a comfortable,  but 
insulated  routine  at  college." 

Perhaps  the  most  important 
reward  for  these  young  women  is  the 
feeling  of  satisfaction  they  get  from 
their  work.  "It's  hard  to  put  into 
words,"  says  Terry  Gage,  an  intern 
in  neurology  and  nerve  surgery,  "but 
it's  a wonderful  feeling." 
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Working  in  a senator's  office  is  an  experi- 
ence in  feeling  the  pulse  of  the  political 
system.  And  Kim  Marinelli  76,  daugh- 
ter of  Mr.  & Mrs.  Antonio  Marinelli  of 
Potomac,  MD,  has  an  innate  flair  for  this 
field.  She  worked  for  Senator  Robert  A. 
Hall  at  the  Massachusetts  State  House, 
assisting  with  constituent  problems  and 
doing  legislative  research. 


Using  simple  pipettes  and  complex 
computerized  analyzers,  Mary  Lamer  76 
has  learned  techniques  at  the  New  Eng- 
land Medical  Center  which  will  give  her  a 
headstart  on  a career,  if  she  chooses,  in 
medical  technology.  The  daughter  of  Mr. 
& Mrs.  Chester  Lamer  of  Concord,  MA, 
worked  in  the  chemistry  isotope  labora- 
tory of  the  Medical  Center,  and  received 
high  praise  from  her  supervisor:  "I'd  like 
to  hire  her  right  now,  if  I could. "

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Fluent  in  Italian  and  compassionate  by 
nature,  Jo  Guarnieri  76  is  just  the  right 
person  to  be  working  with  the  immi- 
grants who  look  to  the  North  End  Little 
City  Hall  (part  of  the  Boston  Mayor's 
Office)  for  help  with  visas,  forms,  and 
agencies  in  the  city.  The  daughter  of  Mr. 
& Mrs.  Gesualdo  Guarnieri  of  Westerly, 
RI,  Jo  became  so  involved  with  her  work 
at  the  Little  Cih / Hall,  that  she  is  contin- 
uing to  volunteer  at  the  agency  this 
semester,  even  though  she  is  no  longer  a 
formal  Pine  Manor  intern.

Read,  reader, 
reading 

Of  course  every  college  student 
can  read!  Perhaps  so,  but  recent  sta- 
tistics reveal  a dismaying  decrease  in 
proficiency  and  comprehension 
among  supposedly  well-educated 
youth. 

Pine  Manor  is  fighting  the  trend 
toward  sloppy  reading,  thinking, 
and  writing  through  a comprehen- 
sive program  of  communication 
skills.  In  addition  to  its  year  long 
mandatory  course.  Pine  Manor 
offered  the  services  last  semester  of 
the  Putney,  VT  Reading  Services. 
During  the  four- week  session,  stu- 
dents who  elected  to  participate 
worked  in  an  intensive  and  individu- 
alized program  to  learn  a consistent 
and  effective  approach  to  reading. 
Speed  was  not  the  goal,  although  it 
became  a side  benefit.  Students  were 
helped  to  determine  the  purpose  of 
their  reading,  and  therefore  adjust 
their  speed  and  concentration 
accordingly. 

Representing  Putney  Reading 
Services  was  Richard  Beams,  who 
lived  on  the  campus  during  the  pro- 
gram. Mr.  Beams,  who  has  also 
taught  the  technique  at  such  colleges 
as  Wesleyan,  Wellesley,  Middlebury, 
Skidmore,  and  Hampshire,  defines 
reading  as  a "preparatory  skill,"  and 
says  that  students  who  enrolled 
expecting  a gimmick  found  hard 
work  instead.  "I  don't  make  it  easy," 
he  says,  "but  I do  try  to  make  it 
stimulating." 

No  extra  materials  were  required. 
Students  used  the  texts  and  assign- 
ments from  regular  courses  as  the 
subject  matter  for  the  reading  course. 
Each  day's  session  was  self-con- 
tained; no  homework  was  required. 


The  program  teaches  the  concept 
of  "phrase  reading,"  where  a student 
learns  to  absorb  grammatical  units 
rather  than  reading  word  by  word. 
Many  readers  need  to  correct  the  ten- 
dency to  "subvocalize,"  or  hear  sepa- 
rate words  pronounced  in  the  head 
while  reading  silently.  Phrase  read- 
ing is  important  in  improving  com- 
prehension, a primary  goal  of  the 
program. 

Students  learned  to  identify 
themes,  major  and  secondary  topics, 
and  supporting  statements.  Mental 
questioning  and  summarizing  devel- 
oped the  ability  to  determine  mean- 
ing through  inference,  as  well  as  to 
prepare  the  reader  to  anticipate  the 
meaning  of  the  next  block  of  content, 
an  aid  in  increasing  speed. 

Mr.  Beams  noted  that  in  many  col- 
leges, professors  are  willing  to  accept 
content  to  the  exclusion  of  form 
(proper  grammar,  composition,  and 
spelling).  Some  of  the  students  at  the 
most  prestigious  schools,  he  said, 
"got  there  without  the  basics."  He 
praised  Pine  Manor's  commitment  to 
fundamental  communication  skills, 
and  noted  that  the  College's  small 
size  and  individual  student  attention 
could  do  much  to  correct  such  gaps. 

The  intensity  of  the  course  is  also 
an  aid  in  learning.  Techniques  are 
repeated  daily,  until  good  habits  of 
scansion,  understanding,  and  struc- 
turing material  for  presentation  and 
retention  become  part  of  the  stu- 
dent's habitual  mental  approach  to 
materials. 


Composition  was  also  included,  as 
a technique  for  encouraging  students 
to  communicate  the  reading  skills 
they  were  learning.  Mr.  Beams 
stresses  the  fact  that  creative  organi- 
zation is  needed  to  structure  all  mate- 
rial according  to  the  use  to  which  the 
student  will  put  it.  For  example,  dif- 
fering ways  of  expressing  material 
are  required  for  a spot  quiz,  an  oral 
presentation,  or  a mid-term  research 
paper.  There  are  three  possible 
responses  to  information,  says  Mr. 
Beams:  the  expected,  the  acceptable, 
and  the  creative.  And  the  more  con- 
fident a student  feels  about  her  own 
mastery  of  a subject  and  her  own 
comfort  with  reading,  the  more  easily 
she  will  be  able  to  communicate  crea- 
tively what  she  has  learned. 

Open  College 
student  earns 
A. A.  degree 

Mrs.  Richard  Desmond  of  Melrose, 
MA,  is  the  first  woman  in  Pine 
Manor's  continuing  education  pro- 
gram, the  Open  College,  to  be  voted 
an  Associate  in  Arts  degree  from  the 
College.

Mrs.  Desmond  is  the  first  woman 
to  qualify  for  a degree  since  the  Col- 
lege decided  to  accept  Open  College 
students  into  the  regular  Pine  Manor 
curriculum  and  apply  credit  for 
courses  taken  through  both  the  Open 
College  and  Pine  Manor  towards  a 
Pine  Manor  degree. 

Mothers  participate 
in  workshop 

Some  alumnae  and  mothers  were 
able  to  experience  first-hand  the 
Career  Direction  Workshop  program 
which  Pine  Manor  has  been  offering 
students  since  September. 

Five  parents,  two  alumnae,  and 
one  student  from  the  Open  College 
came  to  the  campus  on  February  4 for 
an  intensive  three  day  workshop 
comprising  individual  and  group 
sessions. 

The  workshop  emphasized  a 
career  planning  process  which 
enables  individuals  to  adapt  success- 
fully to  changes  in  life  and  job  cir- 
cumstances. Central  to  the  workshop 
is  the  development  of  a new  and  pos- 
itive approach  to  looking  at  oneself 
by  stressing  the  things  one  does  well 
and  likes  to  do. 

Career  consultant  Gladys  Bishop, 
who  has  been  supervising  a series  of 


such  workshops  for  Pine  Manor  stu- 
dents, conducted  this  session  for 
mothers.  Libby  Fennel,  co-ordinator 
of  career  and  educational  services, 
describes  Mrs.  Bishop  as  "dedicated, 
intelligent,  and  responsive  to  indi- 
viduals' needs."

Dorothy  L.  Clift,  associate  director 
of  admissions,  went  off  in  another 
direction  to  speak  to  a different  audi- 
ence-prospective students  and  their 
parents  and  guidance  counselors  — 
and  has,  by  all  reports,  made  the 
name  of  Pine  Manor  one  of  the  most 
familiar  and  well-liked  in  the  coun- 
tries she  visited. 

For  her  second  visit  (the  first  was 
last  spring),  Mrs.  Clift  toured  Hon- 
duras, Guatemala,  El  Salvador,  Pan- 
ama, Colombia,  Venezuela,  Aruba, 
Santo  Domingo,  and  Puerto  Rico, 
following  a whirlwind  schedule 
encompassing  13  cities  in  13  days! 

The  success  of  this  trip  has  warranted 
another  visit,  scheduled  for  late 
March,  when  some  new  countries, 
such  as  Ecuador  and  Peru,  may  be 
added. 


Academic  honor 
code  eliminated 
at  PM 

Following  a semester-long  evalua- 
tion of  its  effectiveness,  the  faculty 
voted  with  regret  to  abandon  the  aca- 
demic honor  code  as  of  the  beginning 
of  second  semester. 

This  action  was  based  on  a recom- 
mendation to  the  faculty  by  the  Aca- 
demic Ethics  Committee  (faculty 
members  Franca  Merlonghi,  John 
Ried,  Holly  Tillinghast  and  Academic 
Dean  Burnham  Carter,  Jr.,  in  consul- 
tation with  several  student  leaders). 
Three  options  had  been  considered: 
to  retain,  to  eliminate,  or  to  amend  to 
include  faculty  proctoring  but  to  pre- 
serve self-scheduling. 

Although  the  last  alternative  was 
most  popular  among  students,  the 


faculty  felt  such  an  option  was  incon- 
sistent with  the  spirit  of  the  code. 

In  a letter  to  the  student  body  enti- 
tled "A  Moment  of  Decision,"  Dean 
Carter  urged  students  to  take  appro- 
priate action  to  "reinforce  the  aca- 
demic integrity  essential  to  this 
campus,  without  delay." 

Pine  Manor  is  not  alone  in  its  deci- 
sion, according  to  Dr.  Carter.  Johns 
Hopkins  abandoned  an  honor  sys- 
tem that  had  been  in  effect  since 
1913;  Barnard  College  has  ordered 
faculty  to  proctor  examinations,  and 
colleges  all  over  the  country  are  con- 
ducting urgent  re-evaluation  studies 
of  academic  dishonesty  on  their 
campuses. 

As  of  the  beginning  of  the  second 
semester,  all  tests  will  be  proctored, 
and  the  final  examinations  in  May 
will  be  both  scheduled  and 
proctored. 

Pre-registration 
a success 

In  an  effort  to  improve  course  reg- 
istration for  the  second  semester,  all 
students  were  invited  to  submit  writ- 
ten requests  for  desired  courses  in 
advance  of  registration. 

This  plan  was  offered  in  response 
to  a statement  by  some  students, 
especially  freshmen,  that  preferred 
courses  were  closed  out  early  in  the 
registration  process.  With  limited 
pre-registration,  a student  would 
have  guaranteed  enrollment  in  at 
least  one  of  her  most  desired  courses. 

Of  the  85  seniors  and  100  freshmen 
who  did  submit  requests  to  the  regis- 
trar, 180  were  able  to  sign  up  for  their 
first  choice. 

Selections  were  diversified;  more 
than  50  courses  were  requested  from 
among  the  75  which  are  offered  each 
term.  The  largest  single  request  was 
for  introductory  psychology.  No 
course  was  closed  out  by  this 
method. 

The  academic  dean  is  recommend- 
ing to  the  faculty  that  this  system  of 
pre-registration  be  implemented  as 
part  of  the  standard  procedures  for 
registration,  in  both  fall  and  spring. 
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Dr.  Mary  Gegerias  receives  the  Ordre  des 
Palmes  Academiques  for  her  excellence  in  teach- 
ing from  Alain  Grenier,  consul  general  of 
France  in  Boston.

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Lois  Glover  Creighton: 
a 40  year  journey 


For  Lois  Glover  Creighton  '38  and  husband  Linn,  two  ministers  in  the  family  are  no  problem. 


At  age  ten,  Lois  Glover  Creighton  '38  was  a 
"bored  dropout"  from  Sunday  school.  Today 
she  is  an  ordained  Presbyterian  minister.  The 
fascinating  journey  to  her  present  position  as 
pastor  to  the  married  students  at  Princeton 
Theological  Seminary  in  New  Jersey  began 
nearly  40  years  ago. 

In  1937,  after  "a  wonderful  year"  at  Pine 
Manor,  Ms.  Creighton  entered  Vassar  College 
where  she  majored  in  religion  for  intellectual 
rather  than  spiritual  reasons:  "I  was  fascinated 
by  man's  search  for  the  divine  and  for  ultimate 
truth."  Her  studies  convinced  her  "that  God 
as  revealed  through  the  Bible  is  indeed  a living 
God."  Although  she  became  committed  to 
Christianity,  she  was  not  yet  ready  to  join  a 
particular  church. 

During  the  next  few  years,  she  was  "actively 
seeking  to  come  to  grips  with  the  Christian 
faith,"  while  working  first  in  New  York  City 
and  then  for  military  intelligence  in  Washing- 
ton, DC.  In  March  1944,  she  was  confirmed  as 
a member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  the 
following  year  she  entered  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  New  York.  Her  major  was  practi- 
cal theology  with  an  emphasis  on  personal 
counseling.  After  receiving  her  master's  of 
divinity  in  1948,  however,  Ms.  Creighton  did 
not  seek  ordination.  "Union  was  a fascinating 
and  enriching  experience  for  me,"  she  says, 
"but  having  married  Linn  Creighton,  a class- 
mate, in  1946,  and  with  both  of  us  having 
rather  conventional  attitudes  at  that  time,  I 
gave  up  the  idea  of  ordination  and  profes- 
sional work  in  favor  of  home,  family,  and  vol- 
unteer work." 

During  the  next  years,  Lois  Creighton  was 
busy  helping  her  husband  Linn,  pastor  of  the 
Flemington,  NJ  Presbyterian  Church,  and  rais- 
ing daughter  Patricia  (now  20).  She  managed 
to  continue  her  interest  in  pastoral  work  by 
counseling  the  aged  and  ill  on  a volunteer 
basis  and  preaching  occasionally  by  special 
invitation  in  New  Jersey  churches. 

In  1973,  with  her  daughter  nearly  grown  and 
home  responsibilities  diminishing,  Lois 
Creighton  felt  she  could  work  towards  her  goal 
of  entering  the  ministry  once  again.  "At  that 
stage  of  my  life,  1 had  the  freedom,  time  and 
health  to  pursue  a part-time  professional 
career.  Not  only  was  this  prospect  exciting  to 
me,  but  I also  sensed  that  if  I chose  not  to  do 
this  then,  I would  surely  be  denying  God's  will 
for  my  life." 

Linn  Creighton  actively  supported  his  wife's 
decision.  "I  guess  both  of  us  had  changed  our 
views  somewhat  during  the  25  years  since  we 
had  graduated  from  Union  Seminary,"  laughs 
Ms.  Creighton.  In  November  1975,  she  was 
ordained  by  the  New  Brunswick  Presbytery  in 
a service  at  her  husband's  church,  and  entered 


the  ministry  as  pastor  to  the  married  students 
at  Princeton  Theological  Seminary.  "Having 
two  ministers  in  the  family  is  working  out  very 
well,"  Lois  Creighton  says.  "I'm  not  working 
full-time,  but  my  husband  doesn't  think  it 
would  be  a problem  even  if  I were." 

In  her  "part-time"  capacity,  Ms.  Creighton 
is  pastor  to  over  150  families,  a number  larger 
than  the  congregations  of  many  churches.  Her 
responsibilities  are  those  of  any  pastor:  getting 
to  know  her  congregants  and  their  families 
and  being  available  for  advice  and  counsel. 

She  counsels  the  students  with  problems  faced 
by  many  young  couples  today,  from  financial 
difficulties  to  loneliness  and  stress  felt  by  a 
spouse  who  is  supporting  his  or  her  partner 
through  school.  "I  like  to  have  the  parishion- 
ers know  that  I am  available  and  that  confi- 
dences will  be  kept,"  she  says.  "I  try  to  listen 
empathetically." 

Ms.  Creighton  notes  that  the  students  at  the 
seminary  are  different  in  some  ways  from 
those  studying  in  the  1940's.  "Over  50%  of  the 
students  are  married,"  she  notes.  "It  used  to 
be  common  for  the  wife  to  put  her  husband 
through  college,  but  today  many  wives  are 
studying  at  the  same  time  as  their  husbands. 


Sometimes,  both  partners  are  students  at  the 
Seminary  and  in  many  cases  the  wives  plan  to 
serve  in  churches  separate  from  their  hus- 
bands'. Certainly  there  are  many  more  women 
seeking  to  enter  the  ministry  than  when  I was 
a student." 

Do  women  face  particular  difficulties  in 
entering  this  field?  The  Presbyterian  Church 
has  ordained  women  since  1956,  but  Ms. 
Creighton  admits  that  the  likelihood  of  hiring  a 
woman  minister  depends  on  the  sentiments  of 
the  congregation  involved.  "There  are  proce- 
dures to  ensure  that  women  and  minority  can- 
didates are  considered  for  openings  at  all 
churches,  but  white  males  still  seem  to  be  most 
frequently  hired,"  says  Ms.  Creighton. 

Lois  Creighton  does  think  that  churches  are 
becoming  more  receptive  to  women  pastors. 
"I've  preached  by  invitation  a number  of 
times,  and  I've  always  had  a very  warm  recep- 
tion," she  says.  "I  think  that  every  time  a 
congregation  is  exposed  to  a capable  woman 
pastor,  they're  easily  converted!"  CD
